PARIS, Feb. 9.—An informant close to the foreign 
office said today the French government considers the 
Republican government of Spain “no longer in existence” 
since Premier Juan Negrin entered France yesterday. In 
foreign office circles it was said the reason for the gov- 
ernment’s new aititude toward the Spanish government 
was Negrin’s “flight” across the border at Le Perthus. 


French officials now hold that the Negrin regime has left 
its own country.

Although he bore no 
outward wounds, post-mortem ex- 
amination disclosed that his death 
had been caused by a blow with

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Why Oppose Investigation? 


If the Bren gun contract seems to 
them to be as improvident as they say, 
one would suppose the critics in parlia- 
ment would welcome the opportunity to 
go before the public accounts committee 
and point out its defects, submit proof 
where this could and would be examined 
in an atmosphere as free as possible from 
partisanship, and urge a thorough survey 
of the bargain in the light of surrounding 
circumstances. 

But that is what the critics do not 
want, and will not permit if they can pre- 
vent it. Mr. Manion called on parliament 
to annul the contract without any further 
investigation than that made by Judge 
Davis. That procedure ruled out, Mr. 
Stevens wants the contract referred to a 
committee of the whole house; in other 
words kept before the whole house, where 
investigation would be practically impos- 
sible, but where it would be the subject for 
interminable oratory, with every member 
free to speak as often as the spirit moved 
him. 
Why not have the investigating done 
by the appropriate committee and do the 
talking afterward? If there is any an- 
swer to that question—other than that 
the investigation might spoil the chance 
to talk scandal with impunity—the critics 
would do well to produce it at this junc- 
ture. 


To Fight 
Wellington, it is said, was beaten at 
Waterloo but didn’t know it and kept 
on fighting until he won. The Spanish 
Government may know the war is virtual- 
ly over but won't admit it, 4nd may go on 
fighting for the quarter of the country 
still under its control. Not, it appears, 
with any hope of ultimately winning, but 
in desperate resolve to prolong the s-rug- 
gle a few months on the chance that 
“something may turn up”.* 

The one “something” that could turn 
the tide is the outbreak of a general Euro- 
pean war, which is not likely to happen. 
Mussolini and Hitler will not want any 
further complications until the Spanish 
enterprise is ended. And the countries 
where popular sympathy is with free gov- 
ernment in Spain will not plunge into war 
to save it from Fascism. Had they been 
willing to make that sacrifice they would 
have acted long ago. 

General Miaja, commanding the Gov- 
ernment forces at Madrid, naturally does 
not view the matter in the same light as 
Premier Negrin, safe beyond the French 
border. Miaja would like to know to what 
purpose he and his men are told to face 
death to prolong a struggle they cannot 
hope to win. That would be heroic but it 
would not be war, and it would do Spain 
no good, 

Europe must rather hope the Govern- 
ment forces will go on fighting, and keep 
Mussolini busy in that quarter. Once the 
Spanish drive is ended the aggressors will 
be free to turn attention to other fields 
and push their demands for territory. 


Another Cali for Markets Abroad 


Alberta dairymen, meeting at Calgary, 
learned that Alberta last year produced 


11.6 per cent of all the creamery butter 
produced in Canada, led the prairie pro- 
vinces in output, and accounted for 26 
per cent of a national increase in produc- 


tion of more than 18 million pounds. Also 
that production in Canada last year beat 
all records, amounting to 
pounds; roughly 24 pounds 
son in the Dominion, of 
only.

export markets are required if dairying 
in Alberta and throughout the Dominion 
is to hold its present place, 
2 serious set-back. 

At a meeting in Montreal the need of 
larger sales abroad was emphasized, and 
it was stated that while western cream- 
eries last year carried out their part of an 
agreement to export 3,000,000 pounds of 
butter, eastern creameries did not keep 
their bargain and the supply was not re- 
duced in relation to the home demand, the 
country over,

end of 1938—the low point of production 
in the year—was 44,000,000 pounds. The 
dairy business, it seems, needs additional 
customers abroad who will use approxi- 
mately that amount per year in order to 
stabilize the present rate of production. If 
production is to be substantially in- 
creased, there will have to be a_ corres- 
ponding increase in exports. 


Tractor Trains Next 


The new highway from Grimshaw to 
Great Slave Lake is to be something in 
the nature of a railway substitute, both in 
the methods of operation employed and in 
the service rendered. It is stated in a dis- 
patch from Ottawa that tractors are ex- 
pected to haul trains of ten or more trail- 
ers over the road, carrying in supplies and 
bringing out pitchblende, gold concen- 
trates and fish, 

Projected as a winter road only, it will 
be also somewhat of an experiment in the 
practicability of using highways instead 
of railways to facilitate development in 
northern areas all across the Dominion. 
If tractor trains prove to be satisfactory 
in winter, they could be equally or more 
satisfactory in summer, and should traffic 
justify the expenditure the winter road 
will no doubt in course of time become a 
permanent all-year highway. 

As between a highway and a railway 
the former has one initial advantage from 
the financial point of view. A railway has 
to be built at the outset up to a fair 
standard, at heavy cost of construction. 
A highway may be started as a winter 
road at relatively small cost, later made 
into a graded dirt road if that is required, 
and finally converted into a hard-surfaced 
highway if experience shows the added 
expense to be warranted. 

If the Grimshaw-Great Slave Lake 
road proves to be as useful as it is ex- 
pected to be, it is feirly probable no rail- 
way lines will be built into farther north 
territory anywhere in Canada, highways 
and motor vehicles providing the trans- 
portation service instead of rails and 
steam engines.

The Unemployment Front 

Where is the Minister to whom the Prime 
Minister at intervals says: “I want to see how 
the drive against unemployment fares. What 
progress are you making?” There is no such 
Minister, no such inquiry, Where is the Depart- 
ment of State to which the Minister says: “There 
are the general lines of our employment policy 
as laid down in the Cabinet. Get. busy and work 
out the details”? There is no such instruction, no 
such Department to instruct. There is no econ- 
omic sub-committee of the Cabinet; there is no 
Economic General Staff; there is not even a body 
to co-ordinate the employment policies of the 
various and considerable socialized industries of 
the country. The unemployment front is still as 
death. Not a shot is fired. Not a command is 
given. Such is the situation in the eighth year 
of “National” Government. And that is why we 
say the country’s need now is for a Government 
that will deliberately take the conquest of un- 
employment as its first national task, and will 
not rest until the job is performed.—London 
Daily Herald. 


A Crime Anyhow 

The Ottawa Journal discusses a recent case 
in Ontario in which an aged pedestrian was 
knocked down and killed by a motor car which 
was mechanically defective in several important 
functions, but in which, as it was showed that 
these defects did not contribute to the accident, 
the motorist was acquitted by verdict of the 
coroner's jury. 

In this case the attorney-general’s depart- 
ment reported that “while the foot brake was 
defective, the emergency brake disconnected, 
and the horn out of order, it is quite clear that 
these things did not contribute in any way to 
the accident.” 

The attorney-general of Ontario, defending 
this verdict, says it is the duty of his department 
to be “zealous in protecting the rights of those 
who might be subjected to unwarranted persecu- 
tion.” 

The Journal takes no exception to this declar- 
ation, but it does protest that that ought not to 
end the matter in such a case. Such a motorist 
may in this particular case be happily innocent, 
legally and morally too, of the crime or mis- 
adventure of manslaughter. But quite clearly, 
says the Journal, he is guilty of something that 
is reprehensible, to say the least, and that de- 
serves correction or punishment.—Vancouver 
Province, 


“Now a Quartette 


Hungary evidently considers it to her ad- 
vantage to become a partner in the anti-Com- 
intern pact—at the behest, of course, of Ger- 
many, She is now allied with the Rome-Berlin- 
Tokyo axis, which is a working agreement be- 
tween three nations whose common concern is to 
get what they can, by any means that may seem 
expedient and desirable, under what they regard 
as a charter for the deliverance of the world from 
Communism. It is really an effective camouflage, 
a cloak for the newest model of power politics, 
but as technique for aggression it fools nobody. 
It is to be noted, moreover, that Communism is 
being fought anywhere save in the country in 
which it is on trial as a system of government, 

Although the world in general for long has 
regarded the operations of the anti-Comintern 
pact nations as a species of shadow boxing, 
Soviet Russia has lost no time in taking note of 
Hungary’s “conversion” to the Rome-Berlin- 
Tokyo technique, for no sooner had the official 
announcement of her new policy been made by 
the authorities at Budapest than the Soviet gov- 
ernment requested the immediate closing of the 
Hungarian legation at Moscow. Foreign Min- 
ister Maxim Litvinoff, conveyed the tidings to 
the envoy of the Horthy government. And it was 
M. Litvinoff, incidentally, who delivered this 
classic exposure of the anti-Comintern pact at 
the regular meeting of the League of Nations 16 
months ago: 

“We know three states which in recent years 
ther states.

Only a short time after this exposure by the 
Soviet Foreign Minister, Reichsfuehrer Hitler 
spoke at Munich of the past as follows: “Three 
states have come together.

It does 
not consist of three feeble images, but of three 
slates that are ready and determined to realize 
rights and their vital interests.” Three 
ths after the head of the Nazi oligarchy had 
relieved his mind of the foregoing, the first fruits 
of the “new technique” were reaped in London 
in the shape of the resignation from the Cham- 
berlain ministry of Rt. Hon. Anthony Eden, and 
the appointment in his place, as Foreign Secre-

tary, of Viseount Walifax—who had been to 
Berlin while Mr. Eden was attending the ill- 
fated Brussels conference in the late fal] of 1937. 

Comperatively recent history, of course, re- 
n us that the Romer-Berlin-Tokyo partner- 
ship is not composed of “three feeble images.”

wedding was announced, 
when, two weeks before the nuptial date, her 
flance was arrested on a charge of murdering 17- 
year-old Avis Linnell, a member of his choir, 
Her dead body was found, partly submerged in a 
tub of hot water, at a Y.W.C.A., where she re- 
sided. 

Miss Edmands and her family asserted the 
innocence of the tall; dark, good-looking 
preacher and spent lavishly upon his defence. 
Even the church, to which he submitted his 
resignation upon arrest, voted by two to one 
against accepting it. A week before the date set 
for the trial, the young pastor attempted suicide, 
and when frustrated made full confession of the 
crime, saying that “under the lashings of remorse 
I have suffered and am suffering the tortures of 
the damned.”

Enquiry into the antecedents of the offence 
showed that the young Virginian had worked his 
way from being a street car conductor in St. 
Louis to enter theological college, He must have 
suffered from an excess of attractiveness, for 
when his engagement was announced to a woman 

teacher who had lent him $700

ELMER GANTRY lege, three young women in 

his first pastorate rose in 
church and each declared the pastor had prom- 
ised to marry her. This embarrassing episode 
ocurred before a well-financed advertising cam- 
paign had instructed people in such plight to 
reach for a cigarette and be nonchalant. 

Having overcome this predicament by a call 
to another part of the vineyard, this predecessor 
of Elmer Gantry won the affection of the young 
choir singer, presented her with the diamond 
engagement ring returned by the mission teacher, 
and asserted willingness to marry her when he 
saw he had made an impression upon the wealthy 
Miss Edmands—then engaged in social welfare 
work. Medical examination showed that Avis 
Liddell was an expectant mother when she was 
poisoned by the parson who had taken her to 
lunch. 

Richeson’s callousness when advised over the 
phone by a girl friend of Avis Liddell of the 
girl's sudden death, first fixed suspicion on him. 
“Why do you call me about it?” he demanded, 
coldly, and hung up the receiver.

She immersed herself 
in rescue work, kindergarten work, social ser- 
vice in Japan and in New York, visiting the 
homes of the poor and providing clothes and 
necessities for children at her own expense.
